Other denominations sustain their limited 
missionary operations by large outlays of money, 
and furnish a munificent outfit and liberal sal- 
ary to the few who will volunteer to visit the 
benighted in distant climes. 

In this feature, as in most others essential to 
salvation, the Saints pursue a more efficient 
course. Like the apostles and disciples in the 
days of our Savior, all are minute men at the 
call of their file leaders, and the “ follow thou 
me,” do this or that, go there or go yonder, re- 
turn or tarry fer a season, are responded to 
with a cheerfulness and alacrity constantly on 
the increase, much to the credit of the faithful 
and greatly to the amazement of those who 
lack understanding. 

This train of reflections and comparison, in 
the most kindly feeling, has been more immedi- 
ately induced by the missionary movements of 
the last Conference. At that time between 250 
and 300 persons were appointed upon missions 
to various and widely distant portions of the 
earth, and that too without a moment’s pre- 
vious notification, with a few accidental excep- 
tions, save those whose names have been print- 
ed in No. 51, vol. 5, of the News, of which 
they also had no previous information. 

This course necessarily finds the selected

News from Salt Lake. 


By the recent arrival of Mr. J. Williams. 
from Great Salt Lake in this place, says the 
Los Angeles Star, we have later intelligence 
than previously received: 

It seems that the people of the Valley are 
very enthusiastic in regard to the admission of 
“Deseret,” and they are confident that Con- 
gress will at once "take action in the matter. 
We perceive that some of our up-country ex- 
changes come out strong against the admission 
of “ Deseret ” for reasons that are very plan- 
sible no coubt to themselves—which reasons, 
as near as we can surmise from their own 
words, are merely a wish to oppose the Mor- 
mons on account of their creed: a reason as 
foolish as the principle is weak, and in contra- 
distinction to the very letter of our Federal 
Constitution. We are no Mormon, neither do 
we wish to advocate their cause any farther 
than as a matter of principle—for in matters 
concerning the particular religious belief of any 
community they are their own judges as to 
what will suit them best, and it ought not to 
be urged as an objection against them on those 
particular grounds. In fact, their Constitution 
is as liberal as that of our own State, and we 
think is equally entitled to admission as any 
other State that ever applied. For ourselves 
we think that our cotemporaries have allowed 
themselves to view the matter in an illiberal 
light, and hardly consistent with the ideas of 
enlightened progress which they pretend to ad- 
vocate. The only objectionable feature in the 
Constitution, and the only one on which any 
grounds can be raised in opposition, is the facil- 
ity with which amendments to it can be made. 
That particular clause ought to have been more 
guarded, and a stronger bulwark for the pro- 
tection thrown around than it now possesses. 

The spring has opened favorably, and the 
people anticipate a good harvest the coming 
season; the scarcity of provisions which hes 
been felt, is by recent supplies entirely obviated.

GranuLatep Cork Marrrassgzs anp Crsi- 
tons.—Mr, W. Johnston, of this city, has re- 
cently invented a method of finely dividing 
cork and cleansing it from dust. The buoyant 
qualities of cork are well known; but it is not 
equally well known that these qualities in cork 
are immensely increased, at least for a time, by 
Hs being reduced to fine grains. One pound of 
cork in grains will support a weight of fourteen 
pounds in water; and, so prepared, it is ad- 
mirably adapted for beds, cushions, or the like, 
particularly for steam and ferry-beats, packets, 
etc. Cork in grains is softer than horsehair, 
and is more durable and less expensive. It is 
@ non-conductor of heat, and therefore warmer 
in Winter and colder in Summer than the com- 
mon bed; and when applied to clothing, as it 
can be, by quilting, it is said to be favorable 
for the prevention and cure of rheumatism. In 
all applications, for ladies and gentlemen, it is 
a life-preserver, because it will always be in or- 
der if in use, Beds thus prepared, and lashed 
to a boat render it a life-boat; and several 
planks and spars so prepared become a safe raft. 
Insects will not live in cork beds; and they are 
not favorable to infection,as they can be cleaned 
without injury. For these reasons they have 
been recommended by physicians, and are now 
used in some of our public institations.—[N, 
Y. Tribane. 


Novét Strarvation.—An ex- 
pedient of the early settlers to sustain their 
strength, during times of great scarcity of pro- 
visions, is worth noticing. A wide strap of 
some skin was fastened around them; each day, 
as they grew more emaciated and thin, the 
strap being drawn the tighter.

The Gathering together of the Latter 


Tuer Latter-Day Saints, since the establish- 


ment of their Church have had to contend with 
a continual stream of ridicale, persecution and 
jealousy in consequence of their belief in, and 
practice of the doctrine of the gathering. The 
most unfounded and ridiculous stories have 
been, from time to time, circulated in relation 
to the designs they have had in view in thus as- 
sembling their proselytes in one body. The 
popular idea has been, where men have condes- 
cended to speak or write upon the subject with 
but an imaginary insight iutu the motives and 
intentions of the people in thus congregating 
together, that they are nourishing designs 
inimical to the Government, and are only wait- 
ing for a convenient opportunity to throw off 
the guise of friends and to come out open and 
avowed enemies to the republican institutions 
under which they have been born and sheltered. 
Years ago, when the society was in its infancy, 
and its numbers insignificant, this idea was in- 
dulged in to a very great extent, and it was

“Come, and let us go up to the mountain of 
the Lord, to the House of the God of Jacob;

These were to be the words 
of those who had become aware of the impor- 
tant fact that the Lord’s House was establish- 
ed in the tops of the mountains; and this 
great gathering of people from many nations to 
this place that they might be taught in the 
Lord’s ways and walk in his paths, was to be 
intimately connected with the great and univer- 
sal peace which should afterwards prevail.

There were a great many famora in circula- 
tion on Sunday relative to aa interview which 
was held on Saturday, between a committee of 
citizens and Gov. Johnson, at Benecia, toach- 
ing the state of things existing in this city,and 
to set the public right on the matter, the com- 
mittee published a statement in the gaily pa- 
pers on Monday, giving the particulars, with 
the correspondence which passed between them.

On Monday,considerable feeling was exhibit- 
ed in the city, consequent upon the receipt of 
intelligence from Sacramento of an attempted 
asse@sination of a public officer, by the nameof 
Florey, by a man of the name of White, a well 
known gambler, generally hailing from this city. 
When this news was received here, the feelings 
of the people were again stirred up to the usual 
fighting pitch. The telegraph office, the news- 
paper offices and bulletin boards, were surrouand- 
ed by anxious crowds, eager to get the latest 
intelligence from the capital. The excitement 
was ke pt up by false and erroneous reports be- 
ing put in circulation in regard to the affair. It 
was suid that a Vigilance Committee had been 
formed, business suspended, W hite arrested,and 
finally hang. But they were all without anf 
foundation. They served, however, the purpose 
intended—to keep up the excitement. The

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In noticing , Lieutenant Maary’s “Physical 
Geography of the Sea,”-an English Review 
thas illustrates the benefit which the climate 
of England derives from the Galf stream: 

Modern ingenuity has suggested a well 
known method of warming buildings, by means 
of hot water. Now, the North-western parts 
of Europe ave warmed, in an exactly similar 
manner, by the Galf-stream. The torrid zone 
is the furnace; the Caribbean Sea and Gulf of 
Mexico, the boilers; the Galf-stream, the con- 
ducting pipe; from the banks of Newfoundland 
to the shores of Europe is the great hoteir 
chamber, spread out so as to present a large 
surface. Here the heat, conveyed into this 
warm-air chamber of mid-ocean, is taken up by 
the prevailing west winds, and dispensed over 
our own and other countries, where it is so 
much required: Such, in short, is the inflaence 
of the Gulfstream upon our climate, that Ire- 
land is clothed in robes of evergreen grass; 
while in the very same latitude, on the Ameri- 
can side of the Atlantic is the frost-bound coast 
of Labrador. In 1831, the harbor of St John’s, 
Newfoundland, was closed with ice so late in 
the season as June; yet the port of Liverpool, 
two degrees further north, has never been 
closed by frost in ‘the sevérest winter. The Lap- 
lander cultivates barley in a latitude which in 
every other part of the world is doomed to per- 
petual sterility. ‘The benefit thus conferred on 
our country by the Gulf-stream is a remarkable 
accident in our condition. It obviously depends 
upon the Gulf of Mexico continuing to be a 
gulf, which, however, it might easily cease to 
be. A subsidence of the Isthmus of Panama 
to the extent of a couple of hundred feet— 
and such subsidences have taken place in geo- 
logical time all over the world—would allow 
the equatorial current of the Atlantic to pass 
through into the Pacific,instead of being reflec- 
ted back to our coasts. Britain would then 
become a Labrador and cease to be the seat of 

@ numerous and powerful people. 

We begin to think we are very good to al- 
low our Gulf of Mexico to officiate as tea-kettle 
to these Britishers, and it certainly will be a se- 
rious question, whether, in case they presume 
to interfere with “manifest destiny” as regards 
the island of Cuba, it will not be advisable— 
especially as we have more “navvies” than 
soldiers—to cut through the Isthmus of Pan- 
ama, let the Gulf stream flow into the Pacific 
Ocean, and thus freeze and starve them into 
good behavior. 

Another curious feature of the Atlantic 
Ocean, not so well known as the Gulf-stream, 
is thus described:

Gulfstream. This sea, situated about mid-way 
in the Atlantic, in the triangular space, be- 
tween the Azores, Canaries, and Cape de Verd 
Islands, covering a space equal in extent to the 
valley of the Mississippi, is so thickly matted 
over with a peculiar weed ( Fucus natans, )that 
the speed of a vessel passing through it is of- 
ten greatly retarded. To the eye, at a short 
distance, it seems substantial enough to walk 
upon, and hosts of small crustacea dwell on 
this curious carpet of the ocean. Columbus 
sailed through it on his first voyage of discovery, 
in spite of the terrors of his less adventurous 
companions, who believed that it marked the 
limits of navigation; and its position has not 
altered since that time. This Sargasso, or Sea 
of Lentils, as the Spaniards first termed it, has 
a historical interest. In the celebrated bull of 
Pope Alexander VI. in 1494, when he divided 
the world between the Spaniards and the Por- 
tugese, he decreed that the Sargasso Sea was 
to be their mutual boundary to all eternity!

Wang 
is written in various ways, as Kuang; Quang, 
Konuang, or Wang-si, the West king. Kuang, 
or Wang-tun, is East king, whence comes the 
name of Canton. The proper name of Canton
